For  beds,  groups  and  borders,  for  edgings  along  footpaths  and  walls  or  in  front  of 
shrubberies  as  well  as  for  edging  Rose  beds,  they  flower  to  your  entire  satisfaction. 
Cultivation.  Any  soil  is  suitable,  providing  it  is  dug  thoroughly.  It  is  however 
advisable  to  mix  the  soil  with  manure,  preferably  old  cow  dung.  The  bulbs  may  be 
planted  in  the  garden  immediately  upon  receipt  and  in  the  beds  selected.  If 
however,  the  beds  are  not  ready  before  June  (we  are  referring  to  your  Tulip  and 
Daffodil  beds)  then  you  may  plant  the  bulbs  in  wooden  boxes  filled  with  ordinary 
garden  soil  and  covered  with  glass.  The  boxes  should  be  placed  in  the  sun,  but 
protected  against  too  fierce  sunshine.  It  is  most  important  to  keep  the  soil  moistened 
regularly  and  to  make  them  gradually  accustomed  to  the  air  and  sunlight.  As  soon 
as  it  is  possible  to  transplant  them,  they  should  be  planted  at  a  depth  of  2  inches 
and  5  inches  apart.  Their  height  varies  from  6  to  10  inches,  depending  naturally,  on 
the  nutritiveness  of  the  soil  and  exposure  to  sunshine.  Plant  Begonias  preferably 
in  places  where  they  are  open  to  sunshine,  for  only  part  of  the  day;  ff  planted 
however,  in  continual  sunshine,  give  them  plenty  of  water  and  protect  them  in  the 
early  stages.  Begonias  produce  very  large  flowers  during  the  whole  summer  until 
far  into  the  Autumn.  The  frost  only,  ends  their  long  life.  The  most  important  hint 
we  can  give  is,  ‘Keep  them  sufficiently  moist’.

They  flower 
abundantly  for  a  long  period  with  strong  stems,  graceful  foliage,  enormous  flowers  in  warm 
colors  and  are  therefore  exceedingly  suitable  for  balcony  and  window-boxes,  whereas 
they  are  really  luxurious  indoor  plants.  As  they  lack  the  natural  nutrition  of  full  garden 
soil,  the  bulbs  supplied  for  these  purposes  are  of  specially  selected  quality,  possessing 
so  much  substance  that  they  are  bound  to  thrive.  Cultivation  :  The  window  and  balcony 
boxes  are  filled  within  2  inches  off  the  top  with  good  leaf-mould  or  soil  mixed  with  peat'; 
the  bulbs  are  placed  thereon  at  spaces  of  4  inches,  after  which  the  boxes  are  entirely  filled. 
The  soil  should  be  kept  constantly  moist  and  the  plants  protected  from  fierce  sunshine. 
Bulbs  for  indoors  should  also  be  planted  2  inches  deep  and  require  a  light  position,  but 
should  not  be  placed  immediately  in  the  full  sunlight.  Water  them  regularly,  but  prevent 
the  water  from  touching  the  foliage,  by  pouring  it  upon  the  soil.  Protect  them  from  draught, 
as  this  often  causes  the  heavy  flowers  to  fall  off.  If  you  follow  the  above  instructions, 
failure  with  our  heavy  bulbs  is  out  of  the  question.

They  are  extremely  beautiful  indoor  plants  producing  many  large  delicately  colored 
flowercups,  which  appear  above  the  unique  velvety  foliage.  They  display  their  tender 
beauty  for  months  at  a  stretch  and  are  real  ornaments  in  your  rooms.  Cultivation  i 
Immediately  upon  receipt  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  medium  sized  pots  which  are  filled 
with  an  equal  mixture  of  leaf-mould  and  peat.  If  possible,  a  third  portion  of  old  dung  should 
be  added.  Gloxinias  require  a  damp  but  warm  atmosphere,  therefore  they  are  more  easily 
cultivated  in  a  greenhouse  or  conservatory.  If  the  latter  is  unavailable,  they  may  be  planted 
in  pots  and  placed  in  a  warm  room,  but  must  be  watered  regularly.  Take  care  that  no  water 
is  left  In  the  saucers  underneath  the  pots  as  this  will  cause  the  roots  to  putrify.  Give  them 
plenty  of  light,  but  the  young  plants  should  be  protected  against  brilliant  sunshine,  and 
they  must  be  protected  from  draught  as  no  indoor  plant  can  withstand  this  adverse,  influence.

They  succeed  best  when  treated  in  the  same 
manner  as  Gladiolus.  Plant  in  the  open  border  when  danger  from  frost  is  over,  and  Callas 
will  flower  during  the  summer.  When  the  tops  are  killed  by  frost,  dig  and  store  the  bulbs 
as  you  do  Gladiolus.

PICTURESQUE  TIGRIDIA  PAVONIA  2SJSSS5 

•‘Mexican  Shell  Flower"  is  a  bulbous  plant  which  is  conspicuous  by  its  singular  fantastic¬ 
shaped  flowers,  producing  very  quaint  and  picturesque  colors.  Its  flowering,  too,  deviates  from 
all  other  flowers.  Each  flower  opens  itself  for  one  day  ;  this  is  not  detrimental  to  the  beauty 
of  this  plant  as  each  plant  bears  an  abundance  of  flower  buds  so  that  every  day  there  are 
fresh  flowers  bringing  you  pleasure  with  their  short  lived  beauty.  So  you  are  never  without 
flowers.  They  reach  a  height  of  about  lti  inches  and  prefer  a  sunny  spot.  Planting  time  is 
April-May.  If  the  weather  is  not  suitable  or  it  is  too  early  to  plant  them,  you  may  put  them 
in  a  box  with  sand  or  peat  moss  and  keep  them  until  the  planting  time,  arrives.  Give  the 
bulbs  the  same  treatment  as  Gladioli  ;  that  is,  plant  them  2  inches  deep  and  4  inches  apart. 

Tigridia  comes  in  Mixture  only,  but  covers  a  wide  range  of  colors  — - white  with  spotted

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  CULTIVATION  OF  DAHLIAS 

Immediately  upon  receipt  the  Dahlias  must  be  unpacked  and  ensilaged  in  the  garden  or  in  a 
rase  of  soil.  At  the  beginning  of  May  they  should  be  planted  out  in  their  respective  places. 
As  soon  as  the  young  shoots  appear  it  is  advisable  to  thin  them  out,  that  is  to  say,  one  or 
two  of  the  bigger  shoots  are  left  undisturbed  whereas  all  the  smaller  ones  should  be  cut  off 
with  a  sharp  knife,  just  underneath  the  surface  of  the  soil.  As  a  result,  a  strong  plant  with 
strong  stems  and  many  flowers  will  be  obtained.  To  obtain  extra  large  flowers,  it  is  necessary 
to  allow  only  one  bud  on  one.  stem  to  develop,  therefore  all  other  buds  should  be  removed 
as  soon  as  they  appear.  Further,  all  flowers  which  are  withering  should  be  removed  at  once. 
The  tall  growing  Dahlias  require  support,  the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  place  three  sticks  around  the 
plant  and  to  fasten  them  as  soon  as  the  plant  has  reached  a  reasonable  height.  Any  soil  is  suit¬ 
able  for  Dahlias ;  before  planting  however,  the  soil  must  be  dug  thoroughly.  Plant  them  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  neck  from  which  the  shoots  grow  is  covered  with  two  inches  of  soil.  They 
prefer  a  sunny  position  and  the  distance  for  planting  is  mentioned  with  each  separate  variety.

LUXURIOUS  ROYAL  LILIES 


Until  a  few  years  ago  Lilies  were  only  seen  at  official  occasions,  but  as  their  price  has  been 
lowered  considerably,  they  are  seen  nowadays  in  most  of  the  private  gardens  and  houses.  In 
the  garden,  in  a  shady  place,  these  large,  regal  flowers  will  produce  a  fine  display  this 
summer.  It  is  advisable  to  plant  them  in  front  or  in  between  shrubs  where  they  will  be  left 
undisturbed  for  several  years,  and  the  number  of  flowers  they  produce  multiply  year  by  year. 
Everyone  agrees  that  they  are  lovely  cut  flowers;  they  should  be  cut  as  soon  ns  the.  first 
cups  are  open.  For  indoor  cultivation  too,  they  are  most  suitable  and  undoubtedly  they  will 
give  you  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  Cultivation  :  The  bulbs  should  be  unpacked  as 
soon  as  they  arrive.  It  may  occur  that  certain  of  the  outer  parts  of  the  bulbs  look  mouldy, 
this  might  be  due  to  transport,  and  these  parts  should  be  taken  away  as  it  does  not  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  development.  The  soil  must  be  deeply  dug  and  thoroughly  mixed  with  manure, 
to  a  depth  of  about  12  inches  over  the  whole  bed.  Plant  the,  Lilies  in  such  a  way  that  the 
tops  of  the  bulbs  are  covered  with  about  4  inches  of  soil  and  by  preference,  in  a  shady  spot. 
For  indoor  cultivation  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  pots  of  good,  nutritive  soil,  again  with 
4  inches  of  soil  covering  the  top  of  the  bulbs.  In  any  case  the  bulbs  must  not  be  kept  too 
warm,  and  we  would  advise  you  to  put  the  pots  in  the  garden  at  first,  and  only  when  the 
buds  are  formed  to  bring  them  indoors  where  they  will  soon  flower  perfectly.
